SOME WESTERN MAN 


The Great Unknown Seems to Be in 
the Lead. a 


COMPILATION OF PROBABLE VOTES IN 
THE CHICAGO CONVENTION. 


Boies and Russell the Strongest Combina- 
tioém—Large Republican Gains in the 
New York Municipal EZlections—A 
Olean Sweep at Hill’s Home—Géneral 
Political Drift. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 2.—An maus. 
trious correspondent with a wide circle of 
political acquaintances has compiled the fol- 
lowing table of probabilities at the Chicago 
Convention. The table has been carefully 
prepared. It is supported by interviews with 
well posted Democrats from each one of the 
States and Territories. There has been no 
guess work, every figure in the table being 
sustained by competent and quoted author- 
ty.

Pat- 
tison. After these complimentary votes, 
all of the States mentioned, except Maryland 
and Pennsylvania, desire that their dele- 
gations support & Western man, providing, 
of course, that the favorite son shows no 
sign of gaining strength. Pennsylvania's 
big vote will then go to Hill. as will Mary- 
land’s 16 delegates. This has all been al- 
lowed for in the table. The correspondent 
analyzes his table thus 

‘‘While Hill cannot count absolutely on the 
electoral vote of New York nor Pennsyl- 
vania he can count upon the electoral vote 
ofa far greater number of the States whose 
delegations will support him in the conven- 
tion than can the ex-President. This is what 
the friends of the Senator have deen claim- 
ing, but the figures have never before been 
set forth. They show unmistakably that in 
the States where the Democratic sentiment 

redominates Hill is stronger than Cleve- 
and. 

‘*But the real choice of the Democracy is 
shown in sixteen States, where the Demo- 
cratssay: A plagueon both; we are for a 
Western man.’ These Statesare: Arkansas, 
Georgia, IIIinols, Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, 
Kentucky, Michigan, Missouri, Montana, Ne- 
braska, Nevada, North Carolipa, North Da- 
kota, Tennessee and Wyoming. Six are 
in the South andteninthe West. Eight are 
Democratic and eight Republican. These 280 
delegates, standing solid fora Western man 
and representing over one-third of the con- 
vention against the other two-thirds, hope- 
lessly divided, will probably have a great et- 
fect in shaping the convention’s action. 

It will be noticed that three States have 
been passed over. They are Alabama, Loujs- 
lana and Oregon. Their delegations at pres- 
ent are said to be Mkely to be divid be- 
tweed Hill and Cleveland, and therefore were 
thrown out of the analysis just given. ; 

‘*With the sentiment so strong fora West- 
ern candidate the possibilities in that direc- 
tion are wortby of note. It is significant 
that the West has so far presented four can- 
didates—Boies, Senator Palmer, Gov. Gray of 
Indiana and Don Dickinson. The strongest 
of these are Boies and Palmer, with 
the lead . Not only is Boles the 
choice of lowa Democrats, but be will have 
also the Missouri and Nebraska delegations 
at the start. It is evident from the interviews 
that others of the Western States will natur- 
ally incline to Boies, not only because be is a 
Western man, but on account of his free 
silver affiliations. Palmer, on the other 


hand, has openly declared against the free 
coinage of s —- 4 and the effect of this will 
be greatly to neutralize his chances. Boles 
position on the silver question makes him an 
available candidate in such of the Southern 
States as believe in the free and unlimited 


coinage of silver. 

„Representative Butler of lowa pre-

HE WAXES ELOQUENT AND MEETS WITH 
SCANT ATTENTION, 


Fogle’s Resolution for a New Site Pre- 
cipitates the Debate—The Morning 
Session Consumed in Discussing the 
Subject—The Barracks Bill—Candidates

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 2.—Repre- 
sentative Farris of Ray County who ranks as 
one of the ablest members of the House, 
waxed eloquent this morning on the Univer- 
sity question.

THEIR STRUGGLES IN VAIN AGAINST 
THE ANGRY SEA. . 


Two Hundred and Twenty Men et the 
Mercy of the Elemente—Many of the. 
Rescued: Die After Reaching Land- 
Railway Accident on the Baltimore & 
Ohio. 


HALIFAX, Nova Scotia, March 2.—A dispatch 
from St. Johns, Newfoundland, gives detatis 
of a shocking disaster in Newfound- 
land by which at least forty 
lives were lost. On Saturday last 
220 men went out sealing in boats from 
Trinity Bay. While they were on the lookout. 
for seals, the thermometer fell to sero anda 
terrific snow storm came on. 

The sealers struggled hard for port, bat 
were unable to cope with wind, snow, cold 
and an angry sea. They bad no extra clothing 
and their small boats furnished no shelter. 
Some were taken far out to sea, while others 
were frozen upon the ice, where they were 
taking the seals. Many died in their boats. 

Seventeen of the sealers were rescued by 
boats which put out from Trinity Bay to their 
assistance. These were found exhausted 
and in a pitiabie plight. Some of them died 
before they could be brought ashore. : 

Thirteen bodies were found frozen in their 
boats, which were covered with ice and had 
to be cut out. It is estimated that fully forty 
men have perished. 

Most of those who were lost were fathers of 
families. Thereis great lamentation along 
the shores of Trinity Bay. The Legislature 
has adjourned as a mark of sympathy.

The Cass avenue railway bill, which was 
engineered so successfully through the Coun- 
cil, is destined to meet an adverse fate in the 

House. The grounds for its defeat are pure- 
ly personal. Capt. Robert McCulloch, the 
general manager of the Holmes syndicate 
lines, comprisingthe Broadway, Citizens’, 
Northern Central and Cass avenue railroads, 
does not stand high in the estimation 
of the members of the House of Delegates, 
and they have no hesitation in declaring that 
the bill will not be passed as long as he con- 


tinues as manager of the railroad. 

The bill before the House is an ordinance 
granting the Cass avenue and Northern Cen- 
tral lines leave to add extensions to their 
roads inthe northwestern part of the city, 
and to those roads and the Citizens’ railway 
extension leave to change their motive 
power to electricity. The franchise is a 
very reasonable one, as the new branches 
will run through a rapidly growing and 
now thickly populated district. The proper- 
ty owners are anxious to havethe roads 
bullt and their petitions passed it through 
the upper House after it had been plastered 
ullover withamendments. It is now in the 
tin box of the House of Delegates Railroad 
Committee, where it is apt to lie undisturbed 
until it dies at the end of the session. 

The cause of Capt. McCulloch’s unpopu- 
larity with the Delegates may be attributed 
to his unwillingness to employ thelr political 
henchman when requested to do so. The 
members have another way of stating it. 
They say that the Superintendent will not 
employ ast. Louis man on his roads, but 
gives the preference to green hands from the 
country. 

Delegate Mullarkey thinks he has proved 
this beyond the possibility of cavil. He sent 
one of his political friends to McCulloch with 
a letter of recommendation which the super- 
intendent refused to read. A week after 
Mullarkey sent his friend back with instruc- 
tions to represent himself as coming from 
the backwood He was employed. The 
Delegates all have similar experiences which 
they recount when Supt. McCulioch’s name 
is mentioned, 

Speaker Ward refiected the opinion ofthe 
members of the House this morning when he 
said that Capt. McCulloch could expect 
nothing from the House on account of his 
manner ofemployingmen. Said Mr. Ward: 
„Why. if our manufacturing concerns were 
to import their help instead of taking them 
from the people here don’t you think there 
would be a Dig howl This man 
persistently refuses to employ citi- 
zens when he n get a coun. 
try hand in their stead. What 
are his reasons? Well, I can’t see but one. 
The hoosters are dependent upon him to a 
certain extent, and Wen an election comes 
along he has them under his thumb, I have 
no personal feeling in the matter, but there 
are other members that have grievances 
against McCullioch.’’ 

A gentleman connected with the Holmes 
syndicate was down from Chicago last week 
and was suprised to find the feeling against 
their superintendent among the politicians. 
He was anxious to know if the matter could 
be compromised. and though no terms were 
proposed it was intimated thatthe superin- 
tendent’s removal would insure the passage 
of the bill,

The House Committee on Registration met 
yesterday to consider Recorder Carlisle’s 
new redistricting bill. At the request of sev- 
eral objectors the matter was laid over until 


Monday afternoon. Several large and adle- 
bodied kicks will be registered vs politicians 
whose sway will be curtailed by the proposed 
change in the ward lines. Delegations are 
expected from the Nineteenth, Twentieth, 
Twenty-second, Twenty-fifth, Twenty-sev- 
Seventeenth and Fourteenth 
. The politicians are loath 
to discuss the matter and show their 
hands, but it is understood that they regard 
the bill as drawn more in the interests of the 
‘*pull’’ than of the push. If passed in its 
resent shape it would throw the power 
nto the hands of the Maffit-Carlisle- 
Estes crowd, It is probable that the 
bill will die with the session and not be re- 
vived afterwards. Underthe act of 1889 itis 
held by many that it is not necessary to re- 
district at the end of every five years, but 
the matter is left to the discretion of the 
Municipal Assembly. 


No Pay for Clerks. 


There was gloom in several departmenta, 
particularly thé Street Department, over the 
failure of the deficiency appropriation bill to 
pass the Council last night. A number of 


men are waiting onits passage for their sal- 
aries. The Comptroller was too angry to ex- 
ress any opinion on the Council’s action 
ast evening, but said the thing had to 
go through, Merz amendment and all. A 
conference committee will probably be 
appointed when the bill goes back to 
the House next Friday night. The members 
of the House are very indignant at the Coun- 
cilmen and say they are all to blame for the 
Gelay. The bill was held up for months in 
the Council and the House have shoved it 
through at a dreak- neck speed. They will 
stand pat on the Merz amendment and say 
they are tired of the superior airs and dicta- 
torial manner of the Counciimen. There is a 
good deal of bitterness now and if more de- 
velops the bill may be held for some time,

ARRESTED AGAIN. 


W. L. Holloway of the Royal Publish 
ing Co.” Locked Up. 


TAKEN INTO CUSTODY THE SECOND TIME 
BY THE POLICE AT NOON TO-DAY. 


The Two Men Arrested on Suspicion of 
Being Safe-Blowers Make a Confession 
—They Were Not Successful — Badly 
Beaten — Burglars Sentenced — Judge 
Morris Lectures Policemen. 


W. L. Holloway of the Royal Publishing 
Co.“ was rearrested at noon to-day in his of- 
fice on Second and Pine streets by Detectives 
King and Ziegler. He was locked 
up in the Four Courts hold-over, 
and unless his lawyers apply for a writ of 
habeas corpus before the Louisville & Nash- 
ville train leaves the city he will be taken in 
charge by Sheriff C. M. D. Youngof Decatur, 
Ala. Holloway was arrested in the 
office of the Royal Publishing Co., 
208 North Second street, Monday on his 
return from Indianapolis. Detectives How- 
ard and Hobbs had a requisition approved 
by Gov. Francis, who had issued it at the 
request of Gov. Jones of Alabama. Holioway 
is charged with defrauding 8. R. Cotton of 
Decatur, Ala., out of $350. 

Cotton claims he paid Holloway $350 for a 
lot of books which, he alleges, were never 
delivered. He made frequent demands, he 
claims, but his letters were not answered. 
When arrested Monday evening Holloway 
was locked up, but during the night his at- 
torney telegraphed to Gov. Francis that 
a mistake had been made in issuing the re- 

uestion papers as would be shown later. 
The Governor telegraphed to police head- 
qvarters here telling the authorities to re- 
lease Holloway ifhe offe and sum 
cient bond. W. A. Becktold gave bond and 
he was released. He took the first train for 
Jefferson City yesterday morning, it is said, 
and stated his side of the case to the Gover- 
nor. The Governor in the meantime, it is 
understood, made inquiries in the matter, 
and after listening to the defendant’s 
tale refused to dishonor the requisition. A 
detective was sent out to find and arrest 
Holloway last night, but he had not returned 
from Jefferson City. He arrived this morn- 
ing, and as he was walking into his place on 
Second and Pine streets, at noon, he was 
arrested by Detectives King and Ziegler. At

To Mr. James G. Blaine, Washington, D. C.: 

The letter of Mrs. Blaine, Jr., was written 
under the most trying circumstances. For 
days she has been extremely Ill and not able 
to move from her bed. She declared con- 
stantly, after receiving her first information 
of the senior Bilaine’s personal statement 
thatshe would answer it for the benefit of 
the public, to de read on the following day, 
but when she started at her task her strength 
failed her. To-day it was only by the aid of 
her strong will power that she managed to 
answer the senior Blaine. Her first thought 
was to give the public a personal narrative of 
her experience as the wife of 
the youngest son of the Secre- 
tary of State, but in this she changed, 
believing that all the public need care for 
were the letters written by her husband.

JUDGE THOMAS’ VIEWS. 
DEADWOOD, S. D., March 1.—Jadge Thomas 

was interviewed in regard to the letter of 

Hon. James G. Blaine made public last Sun- 


day. The Judge was quite averse to talking 
on the subject, but after much persistence 
consented to explain his position and said: 
‘*Under the circumstances, I deem the sub- 
ject somewhat indelicate to discuss tn the 
public press after having passed upon the 
case in a judicial capacity.’ 

In regurd to Mr. Blaine’s opinion that he 
was too severe in his criticism of Mrs. 
Blaine, the elder, and der son, he said: It 
seems that Mr. Blaine believes I was too se- 
vere, and I regret it very much, as I certainly 
did not wish or intend to be unduly harsh or 
severe in the remarks made from the bench, 
though I thought at the time, and still think, 
they were couched in the most moderate and 
conservative language upon the clear and 
undisputed testimony in the case, which, in 
my judgment, would habe warranted much 
stronger language than Iused. In regard to 

r. Blaine’s statements of the case, Ido not 
careto express an opinion, as they were 
not before me for consideration, 
hence I could not consider them in arriving 
at my judgment, however true and weighty 
they may be. His defense of his wife and 
son were natural and filial. I admire him for 
his defense of his wife. Doubtless from his 
standpoint he believes she was right, and 
may be she was, but as I said before my re- 
marks concerning her were justified by the 
undisputed testimony in the case. have 
nothing to say in regard to Father * 1 s 
statement, except that I have for Mr. Blaine 
the deepest sympathy in the 4 amiction 
brought about by the 111 advi marriage 
and unpleasant notoriety. I am heartily 
sick of the notoriety and believe the matter 
should now be dropped in the interest of all

CHINA WILL RETALIATE. 


THE COURSE THE GOVERNMENT WILL ADOPT TO 


MEET THE DOLPH BILL. 
WasHINoToxr, D. C., March 2.—China will re- 
taliate against the United States for passing 
laws excluding Celestials from this.country. 
Thatisthe determination of the Chinese 
Government, arrived atafter long consulta - 
tion by correspondence with the Chinese 


Minister here, and this decision will be of- 
ficially imparted to our Government when 
any objectionable bill pesses the House and 
gets so far alon g in the Senate as to make its 
passage seem probable. 

The status of anti-Chinese legisiation is 
this: The Senate has passed the Dolph bill, 
which simply re-enacts the provisions of the 

resent Scott exclusion law, the ten years’ 

imitation of which will soon expire. The 

only new feature inthe Dolph bill is a pro- 
vision for deporting Chinese convic of 
crime in this country. 

In the House the Committee on Foreign 
Relations early and favorably reported Mr. 
Geary’s Rigid Exciasion bill and it is now on 
the calendar for final passage. The House 
Committee on Immigration has favorably 
reported Mr. Stump’s bill, which is merely 
a — — of Geary’s. 

o the Senate billthe Chinese Government 
makes no objection. It merely extends the 
present exclusion laws—which do not ex- 
clude. 

As has been said, itis to certain provisions 
to the House bills that China objects and for 
the enforcement of which she will retaliate. 
The Geary Dill provides for the 2 
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two or three policemen for being to officious 
in making arrests. A bricklayer named

merely for refusing to move on“ from the 
corner of Seventh and Pine streets, where he 
had been talking to some fellow workmen.

FEDERAL NEWS. 


Charles L. Haskell Arrested for Mailing 
Obscene Literature. 

Charles L. Haskell was brought before 
United states Commissioner Crawford to-day 
on the charge of sending obscene matter 
through the mail. Haskell walved examina- 
tion and was bound overin the sum or $500 


to await the action of the United States 
Grand jury for May. Haskell had not ob- 
tained the requisite sureties ata late hour 
this afternoon, and he satin the Marshal’s 
office patiently awaiting his re- 
lease. The evidence which the Post-office 
officials claim to have against Haskell is a 
small card-shaped circular with medical 
advertisements on each side. The au- 
thorities allege that Haskell has 
been sending this circular through 
the mails. United States Marshal 
Buchannan’s men captured Haskell at a late 
hour last night after an all-day chase. Has- 
Kell and his wife reside at 809 South Broad- 
way.

We have been in debt for some time past 
and it looks now asif we would have to let 
go. We gave a note for three months’ rent 
which was due on the Ist of January an 
which was not paid. Then we 

ot behind on our rent for some 
of the fall months, and Mr. Fagin began to 
inquire about it. He didnot push us on the 
notes and was very nice about the other and 
promised to do nothing until after the enter- 
tainment, at which we expected to realize 
something, but got very little. A short time 
ago the members had to make up a subscrip- 
tion for rent.

OBITUARY. 


Death of Capt. Joseph Kinney, an Old 
Steamboat Man. * 


hoorvitie, Mo., March 2.—Capt. Joseph 
Kinney, one ofthe oldest and most widely 
known steamboat men of Missouri, died very 
suddenly at his home, just across the river 


from this city, last night. He was about 88 
ears old and leaves his large famlly a valu- 
le estate. 

Capt. Joseph B. Kinney was one of the most 
prominent steamboat owners in the palmy 
days of the Missouri River. He was 
born in Chio, and came to this 
city when quite a youn man. He 
first ventured into the boot and shoe business 
aud was very successful. Becoming inter- 
ested in steamboating he put money into the 
building of boat and at various times bullt 
and owned the W. H. Russell, Fannie Ogden, 
Cora, St. Lake, Duran, and ‘two Boats 
named Kate Kinney, one a side-wheeler and 
the other a stern-wheeler. Capt. Kinndey 
made quite a large fortune out of his boats 
and retired about fifteen years ago, when 
the river traffic began to decline. 
He was one of the few steamboatmen 
ot the early days who retired wealthy. He 
leaves a son, Joseph, who manages the farm 
on which Capt. Kinney lived, and a daugh- 
ter, the wife of Mr. Joseph Clark of this city.

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HE MEANT TO MURDER. 


Morris Lyons, Formerly of St. Louis, At- 
tempts to Kill His Wife. 


CHICAGO, IIL, March 2.—Morris Lyons, at 
one time a prominent clothierof St. Louis, 
worth $250,000, attempted to kill his wife and 
himself last night. Last June he came to this 
city and started the Famous clothing-house at 
840 and 342 State street, but the place was 


attached by creditors about six weeks ago 
and the stock sold out by areceiver. Lyons 
went on a prolonged spree, and his wife 
had him sent to the Washingtonian 
Home wherehe remained untillast week. 
Lyons was crazed with liquor when he made 
the attack on his wife, and jealous without 
cause of a relative of Mrs. Lyons, who had 
been lodging with them. Lyons fired three 
shots at his wife, one ball striking her in the 
hand. His attempt to shoot himself failed, 
he having emptiea the pistol. 


Lyons is well-knows in st. Louis. He came 
to this city in 1818 from Baltimore with his 
mother and brother. In 1863 he entered the 
clothing business with his mother under 
the firm name of Sophie Lyons & Son and 
opened what was known as Walnut Hall at 
314 North Fourth street. In 1866 
he withdrew from the business on 
account of his ill health and was bought out 
by his brother, Henry, who continued in the 
business until a few *years ago, when he 
went to California, where he is at 

resent. Lyons made a fortune the 
ew years ho was in business and in 
lucky speculations during the war. He 
became a director inthe Broadway Bank in 
1878, and when it failed in 1879 he was called 
upon to paythe School Board $25,000, as he 
personally signed a bond securing the board 
against lossin its deposits at the Broadway 
Bank. After this, his first biow, 
Lyons began drinking. Two years before he 
married a Miss Rose of Baltimore, a highly 
accomplished and educated young woman 
who belonged to oneof the best families in 
her native city. He made several unsuccess- 
ful speculations, and he continued 
to drink. Two children were born 
who are living with their parents in Chicago. 
About two years ago Mrs. Lyons left her hus- 
band and remained away five or six months 
when she became reconciled. Lyons stopped 
drinking and was persuaded to go into — 
ness by a cousin. He went to Chicago about 
A year ago and opened the Famous. A 
brother of his artner. a young man 
anda friend of Mrs. Lyons boarded at his 
house on Vernon avenue. Lyons soon de- 
came jealous of the young man and ordered 
him out of the house. He continued to call 
on Mrs. Lyons and, it is said, took her to 
evening entertainments. These meetings were 
always followed by a storm in the house. 
Lyons did not succeed in his new venture, 
and about ope month ago he confessed judg- 
ment to Schloss Bros. of Baltimore for 811, 
. The store will soon be sold ont by the 
Sheriff. Mrs. Lyons, itis said, will goto her 
relatives in Baltimore and take her children 
with her.

MUST GIVE A GUARANTEE. 


The Municipal Surety and Trust Co. Has 


Not Met Requirements. 

The Council Committee on Public Improve- 
ments yesterday postponed action on a 
number of bonds for public work furnished 
by the Municipal Surety & Trust Co., of which 
Ed Butler is the leading figure. 

The bonds in question amount to $19,000 and 
are mostly for sprinkling contracts. The 
point was raised that the Municipal Surety 
& Trust Co. had not complied with the insur- 
ance laws and reported the proper forfeit 


with the Insurance Commissioners. The 
representatives of the company attempted 
to explain that this was necessary only when 
the Trust or Surety company was sole bonds- 
man on any contract, but when there were 
more than one, the Trust Co. appeared in 
the lignt of an individual and had only to 
qualify as such. 

At the office of the Insurance Commissioner 
it was stated this moraing that the law in 
the case was very plain. 

In the amended laws of 1891 it is stated that 
all companies desirigg to furnish surety or 
idemnity bonds must frst deposit with the 
Insurance Commissioner the sum of $200,000 
asa guarantee. The law admitted of no mis- 
constructions and no variations of the com- 


in this State. They are the Missouri, Kansas 
& Texas Trust Co.of Kansas City,the St. Louis 
Trust Co., the Mississippi Valiey Trust Co. 
and the Union Trust Co. of St. Louis the 
American Surety Co. of New Yorkand the

The first named four have deposited 
the required amount with the Insurance 
Commissioner here and the other two have 
done so in the New York and certificates to 
that effect sent here. 

The Insurance De ent here, while it 
does not question the solvency of the company 
refuses to recognize it as an authorized bond- 
giving company, asthe requisite deposit has 
not been made.

WANT MORE MONEY. 


The Pullman Porters Dissatisfied With the 
Salary Paid Them. 


The Pullman Palace Car Co.’s porters, af. 
ter due deliberation have come to the con 
clusion that they are underpaid and they are 
complaining ofthe fact. They ask for a bet- 
ter equation of the salaries of conductors and 


. W. B. Stone referring to the matter 
Said: 

The salary of a porter on what are called 
‘straight cars’ is 815 a month, although the 
porter does all the work and the conductor 
does nothing, for which occupation 
he receives $75 a month, In buf. 
fet or ‘cold lunch’ cars the 
porter gets a month. When porters take 
entire charge of a car, and do the con- 
ductors’ work in addition to thetr own, they 
are paid a month, and yet if there were a 
conductor and a porter on the same car their 
combined salaries would be $100. Now, why 
not make the porter’s salary at least or 
$60 when Ne fills the place of both?

SECRETARY BLAINE’S BLUNDER. 
Mr. Buarye's shrewdness deserted him 
when he re-opened the trial of the Nevins- 
Blaine divorce suit in the newspapers. The 
article itself was shrewdly written. It 
contained the evidence of Mr. BLAINE’s 
skill as a colorist in words. The cunning 
of the expert fencer and the deftness of the 
special pleader were manifest in its con- 
struction. But the writing of it wasa 
mistake, and all of the marks of Mr. 
BLAINE’sS powers as a dextrous advocate 
merely intensify the conviction of the fact. 
Fairness and magnanimity are to be ex- 
pected ofa man in Mr. BLAINE’s exalted 
position. He cannot serve petty rancor 
or work personal revenge through the use 
of his powers against the weak without 
injury to himself. He cannot above all 
things stoop to conquer a defenseless 
woman by adding to his ability and influ- 
ence the cunning devices of an unscrupul- 
ous advocate in order to crush her without 
forfeiting in a large measure the esteem of 
his fellow-men. Yet what are the facts? 
He has used the pretense of a justifiable 
desire to defend his wife as a cover 
for a defense of his son from charges un- 
denied and proved in court, and for an 
attack upon his son’s wife who, whatever 
may have been her faults and Mr. BLAINE 
finds nothing worse in her than pardona- 
ble peccadilloes, was a bitter sufferer from 
the unmanly conduct of that son. This 
defense of an indefensible son which Mr. 
BLAINE did not dare make in court he has 
made in the public press, trusting to his 
skill and position for its successtul estab- 
lishment through the discrediting of the 
suffering woman in the case. 

That newspaper comment upon this do- 
mestic quarrel is proper is due to Mr. 
BLAINE’s own action, and it must be ad- 
mitted that this action was neither fair nor 
magnanimous. The able and dignified reply 
of young Mrs. BLAINE, in which she points 
out the unfairness with which she has 
been treated and appeals to her dis- 
tinguished accuser to be honest and just is 
the severest comment that can be passed 
upon that action. This bright young 
woman cleverly tripped the great states- 
man and diplomat. Mr. BLAINE has 
blundered, and it would be a reflection 
upon his acknowledged keenness not to 
believe that no one recognizes this now 
more thoroughly than himself.

SHARING THE PORK. 


„The jurymen all got some of the 
pork,’’ said the acquitted hog thief to his 
lawyer when the latter hinted that he de- 
served a double fee for securing a verdict 
contrary to all the evidence in the case. 

The warmth with which whilom anti- 
monopoly papers in Philadelphia are now 
defending the Reading’s coal monopoly 
deal shows that there has beena judicious 
and liberal distribution of the pork in that 
case. 

This does not necessarily imply that 
anti-monopoly editors as well as great 
political and church potentates like Rock- 
AFELLER and WANAMAKER were let in 
on the ground floor of the deal,’’ 

Itsimply means that a supposed local 
vantage to Pennsylvania and Phila- 
delphia from this great monopoly con- 
solidation is enough to commend it to the 
most rabid anti-monopolists as a public 
blessing. They see in it a means of draw- 
ing heavier tribute to Pennsylvania from 
coal consumers all over the Union. They 
see in ita rival monopoly with which they 
can compel the Pennsylvania Railroad to 
do more discriminating in favor of Phila- 
delphia’s trade. ) 

When PATTISON was Governor the first 
time the Pennsylvania Railroad attempted 
a consolidation which would have made it 
more independent of Philadelphia and 
made the latter more of. whistling sta- 
ton. How Philadelphia howled then 
until Gov. Patron enjoined and 
stopped the consolidation as a violation of 
the State Constitution! 

But now he is adjured by the same pa- 
pers and communities to favor and uphold 
as perfectly lawful and beneficent the for- 
mation of a more mischievous and far- 
reaching monopoly consolidation, simply 
on the ground that its object, purpose and 
interest will be to rob outsiders for Penn- 
sylvania’s benefit. 

This is the Pennsylvania idea, but it 
prevails elsewhere, if not everywhere, and 
it has fostered and abetted every monopoly 
that has plundered the many to enrich the 
few in this country. It is the idea that 
what benefits some of us must be a public 
benefit; and that, so long as an enterpris- 
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ot the pork, we cannot think of sending 
him to the penitentiary on the complaint 


of some outside hog-raiser. 

THE more that Sedalia outrage is studied 
the more remarkable it appears. One of 
the strangest features of it is the fact that 
the negro ravisher, after accomplishing his 
vile crime upon the wife, cut the cords that 
bound the husband, who had been a wit- 
ness to it. Except upon the theory that 
he was sure the husband would act the part 
of an abject coward, this deed is inexplica- 
ble from the standpoint of the criminal. 
Bven in the case of this submissive hus- 
band it decreased his chances of escape, 
and in ordinary circumstances would 
vastly diminish them. His presumption 
would naturally be that the husband would 
attack him, or failing to do that would 
pursue him, or at least raise an immediate 
alarm. It seems absurd to suppose that a 
brute. of this kind would sacrifice his 
safety to an impulse of humanity, 
especially when it was totally unnecessary, 
as the wife was free to get succar. The 
ravisher’s conduct was as wonderful as the 
husband’s. It is a strange phase of a 
strange case.
